Reading all the arguments and ideas for and against the 
NSL, super leagues and the rest, | cannot help but feel 
that the lack of a well-defined and reasonably automatic 
method of promotion and relegation is perhaps the main 
cause of the current problems. 


The majority of clubs are outside the NSL, 
under the control of the State federations, and 
they bitterly resent the closed shop appear- 
ance of the NSL. 


A few years ago I would have been firmly 
against any automatic up-and-down move- 
ment of clubs 


‘My main concerns would have been the lack 
of promotional expertise, small crowds and 
unsophisticated administration of those out- 
side the NSL, not to mention safeguarding the 
financia] “investment” of the big league’s 
founders for at Ieast a few years 


To take those points one by one, with the 
glaring exception of St George Budapest, pro- 
motional expertise is non-existent in the NSL; 
many of the crowds are as small — and even 
smaller — than those in the State Leagues and 
administration can hardly become less sophis- 
ticated than it is already. 


As for safeguarding the financial in- 
vestment, well, seven years is a more than 
reasonable length of time 


In fact, I believe that some NSL clubs would 
be positively relieved if they could have a 
short spell of a year or two in the lower grade. 


It would allow them to consolidate finan- 
cially, and seek promotion refreshed in spirit 
and confidence.

“Why go to the NSL, if you’re a local? It 
seems to me that if you’re a local you only 
get a couple of games to prove yourself 
but if you're a big-name player from Eng- 
land you get about 10 games to establish 
yourself,’’ said the 24-year-old utility play- 
er. 

“If went to Preston Makedonia a few 
years back and wasn’t given a fair go 
there and other local players have tried 
out with other NSL sides and haven’t been 
given a chance.” 


Tuffield had a year with Makedonia in 
1979, under coach Tony Vrzina, and spent 
most of his time sitting on the bench.

It's very hard to say anything 
about Tony Vrzina. What good things can 
you say about a coach who doesn’t play 
you? 

‘I realise that Preston had a great for- 
ward line that year with Rob Cullen, 
George McMillan and Gary Ward. Ac- 
tually, I learned a lot from training with 
these guys. My skills really improved, al-

Tuffield is London-born. He came here 
with his family as a five-year-old and took 
up competitive soccer two years later, 
joining Doncaster Rovers’ juniors. There 
he played in the same junior side as 
present Fawkner team-mate Mel Ansel- 
ma.

It’s all 
about drugs and sex.” 

During his stay in Cleveland, Tuffield 
spent a week with Canadian-based NASL 
outfit, Toronto Blizzard. He had one trial 
game there but wasn’t signed on. While 
Tuffield was overseas, Lynn was coaching 
Fawkner to successive seasons of promo- 
tion and spent most of the latter half of 
1981 ringing up Colin Tuffield and keeping 
tabs on [an’s progress. When Ian Tuffield 
returned to Australia in September, 1981, 
Lynn invited him to training as Fawkner 
prepared for the prestigious end-of-season 
Coppa Italia. 

Fawkner bught Tuffield from Make- 
donia for $3,000 in March, 1982 but a week 
before the club started its assault on the 
Metro First Division championship, Lynn 
was sacked. 

“We turned up at training on the 
Tuesday night before ae off the 
league season against Altona City at Kim 
Reserve. The committee told us that 
Micky Lynn had been sacked. Everyone 
demanded to know why.

Tuffield was doing shift work for TAA at 
the time and had been working on the Sat- 
urday of the match. He decided to switch 
jobs after arriving late for the game and 
being dropped. He quit TAA two weeks 
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awkner 


later and worked for a transport company 
for a few months before joining Fli Cargo 
Pty. Ltd., his present employr, where he 
is a sales executive. 

Cedo Cirkovic watched Fawkner’s 
second game of the 1982 league season, 
when it defeated Altona Gate 5-2 at home 
and took over after the match, guiding the 
club to the First Division title and present- 
ly trying to establish Fawkner in State 
League. 

“Cirkovie is a good coach. He came to 
the club at a bad time for any coach, be- 
cause the players were vey unhappy with 
Lynn being sacked, but Cirkovie quickly 
won. the respect of most people at Faw- 
kner. ’ i, 

“Actually, because we're not winning 
regularly this year, we've lost a few sup- 
porters but I’m sure that once we start 
doing well they'll come back. 

“We've got some good young players 
coming up. John Sannipoli and Robert 
Palmaricciotti are going to have big 
futures and Tony Schipano, the cousin of 
his first team namesake, is a player in the 
reserves who I’ve noticed has got a lot of 
talent.” 

While Fawkner hasn't set the State 
League scene alight — a hard fact to face 
after being so successful for the past six 
years — the club will be content to en- 
trench itself at this level until tt can build 
a championship challenging side. Tuffield 
says many Fawkner players found adapt- 
ing to State League no easy task but he 
says those who are coping well at. present 
will be even better next year. 

“State League’s a yard faster than First 
Division. But I’ve got no doubts tht we can 
have a try for the top four next year and if 
we make it, then we’ll be aiming to havea 
crack at the championship in 1985.” 

Tuffield’s found stoppers Don Brownlie 
of Box Hill and Danny McCluskey of Po- 
lonia two of his toughest opponents. He 
raves about the talent of Croatia’s Tommy 
Cumming and says of his own game that 
whenever he faces battles in the air he re- 
lishes the challenge. 

*“‘My most memorable games always 
seem to be when I’m up against guys who 
are good in the air. My heading is my big- 
gest asset. I'm not that strong on the 
ground but I’m hoping to improve that 
area of my game.”’ 

Early this year, Tuffield signed a three- 
year contract with Fawkner, so switching 
clubs is far from his mind. 

“Fawkner’s a real go-ahead club and it 
always has looked after me well. I . 
certainly haven't got any complaints. The 
one thing that’s sad about this year is the 
severe ligament problem that has side~ 
lined sweeper Les Gooney. For m 
money, Les is the best player at the club 
and he would have had a great season in 
State League, I’m certain. Hopefully, he'll 
make a successin) camehack far 1984."’

Pardon me for chuckling — but | cannot 
help it, seeing all the extraordinary hypocrisy 
around us. 


Time and time again you can read statements from 
Olympic’s irrepressible Tommy Docherty explaining that 
the secret of his team’s large, popular support is the type 
of game they play: brash, bold, virile and attacking. 

This, Tommy says, is the solution that can bring salvation to 
soccer. 

The fact that we have a very large Greek colony in Sydney 
apparently has nething to do with it. 

If Olympic were not a Greek club but, let’s say, made up of 
Norwegian or Belgian migrants, they could start attacking before 
kick-off — and still wouldn't draw crowds. 

Olympic and their predecessors Pan Hellenic, have always 
been a major drawcard — because they rely on a numerically 
large ethnic group. 

There is absolutely nothing wrong with that; I wish we had 
more like them ; 

But to pretend that Olympic's support exists because they play 
a different type of game is sheer nonsense, 

x * * 

Then there is a second factor contributing to the team’s 
healthy attendances. z 

Some two years ago or so, under the leadership of former presi- 
dent John Constantine, Olympic realised the importance of 
having players with a Greek background. 

What was for years a British-Australian team has been rapidly 
transformed through the presence of Raskopoulos, Katholos, 
Ziras, Koussas, Dakos, Patikas and Patalis. 

These are players the Greek fans can associate with; they 
regard them as their own, the kids of friends and neighbours — 
not just imports from some faraway, obscure Scottish villages. 

This policy of Constantine has paid rich dividends — and if the 
flow of talent can be maintained, Olympic will remain the best 
supported club in Sydney. 

The recent emergence of young Terry Patalis shows that the 
reservoir of youthful, often second-generation Greek talent is 
healthy. 

Patalis is the most exciting wing talent I have seen for many 
years with superior potential to most others including those who 
played for the Young Socceroos in Mexico 

I think you should memorise his name fast: this boy, 19, could 
easily develop into an Australian international. 
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Talking of young talent: St. George have three in the 
wings — all under 17 and all with NSL experience. 

Leading the parade at the moment is Peter Petkovski, a very 
skilful, strong, well built striker of Macedonian background. 

Earlier this year St. George sent him on a scholarship tour to 
train with Vojvodina in Yugoslavia — and he came back a mature

Superstar George Best, who has just com- 
pleted a four-match NSL stint with Brisbane 
Lions, is certain to be back in Australia next 
year. 


And West Adelaide Hellas seems the most likely to sign the 
mercurial Irishman. 

Best, despite the adverse reaction to his Brisbane stint, played 
brilliantly for Hellas in a challenge match against Adelaide Ju- 
ventus and finally was given the opportunity to exhibit his skills. 

While Best and his manager Bill McMurdo were treated splen- 
didly by Brisbane Lions, there is the feeling that Lions were not 
the ideal side for Best 

He joined Lions after a string of four straight losses, and 
though Lions beat Olympic 2-1 in the Irishman’s first game, the 
club hardly sparkled in the other three games. 

The biggest problem, it seems, is that Lions were unable to 
involve Best in the play and consequently they flopped and the 
blame was unfairly heaped on the former Manchester United 
star. 

West Adelaide, however, clearly illustrated how effective Best 
can be as an attacking midfielder. 

There is certainly no question that Best has retained all his 
skills. 

If he returns to Australia, Best and McMurdo will need to 
assess the playing style of the club involved before making a com- 
mitment.

That's how coach Bobby McLachlan sums 
up his early experiences at Footscray J. U.S.T 
this season. McLachlan freely admits that 
the task of resurrecting the fortunes of the 
perrenial NSL struggler was much tougher 
than anticipated. 

“Some players felt that they were running 
the show. They were there only to get as much 
money as they could from the club. You know, 
I used to think that J.U.S.T. didn't pay big 
money but when I saw some of the contracts I 
was shocked,”’ said McLachlan 

“I don’t mind players being well paid pro- 
vided they give it back out on the field. There 
was a lot of deadwood around that had to be 
moved. Look, I made up my mind, that if I'm 
going to fail, then it’s going to be with players 
that I can trust. 

“The committee support has been out- 
Standing. If we don’t do well then it'll fall on 
the heads of me and my players.” 

But McLachlan is optimistic that J.U.S.T 
can settle down into a fine run-in to the sea- 
son’s end. He compares his feelings during the 
two times this season his team has gone out to 
face big spending South Melbourne Hellas in 
league games. 

“The first time, early in the season, that we 
went out to face Hellas | was wondering how 
many goals we could hold them to, The other 
week at Middle Park, I went out really con- 
fident because I knew that I had a team that 
was going to make Hellas work damn hard for 
a result 3 

‘The first four league games this year were 
a nightmare. I thought maybe some players 
would do better in the league but I found out 
that they already were playing to the best of 
their ability and didn’t have much love for the 
club so I made up my mind to replace them.” 

Zoran Ilioski, Milan Kojic, Dragan Vasic, 
Jim Kondarios, Jim O’Reilly, Jim Milne, 
Mendo Ristovski, Bruno Cozzella, Mike Kupi- 
nic, and Slobodan Popovic all have left 
J.U.S.T. for other clubs this year. Vlado Plije- 
valjcic, Milutin Ciric and Slobodan Jovanovic 
have been dropped from the first team squad. 

jJ.U.S.T. has signed seven new players this 
year: Jamie Paton, Ken Taylor, Joe Carroll, 
Brian O'Donnell, Gary McDowell, Ian Purdie 
and Graham Tutill. 

“I was lucky enough to be voted Victorian 
coach of the year for the past two years but if I 
can bring a bit of success to J.U.S.T. then I 
should get an O.B.E. At Green Gully, you had 
the players and I felt I was getting money 
under false pretences. Guy Spiteri (Ajax pres- 
ident) could coach Green Gully this year and 
the side stil} would win the championship. 
That's because Green Gully’s got the, best 
players in the league.” 

McLachlan isn't sparing with praise of the 
spirit among his players and the way they 
have trained so hard under him, He's got a 
team with steel now, a side that goes out onto 
the park each week to give nothing less than 
100 percent for the club. 

“‘At Green Gully the players had a right to 
be happy. They were winning week in, week 
out. I’ve got to give the players at J.U.S.T.a 
lot of credit for maintaining such a good spirit 
this year, especially when things weren't 
going so well earlier in the season. Look, I’ve 
got a lot of faith in these guys. I know now that 
we've got a side which plays with feeling for 
the club and that’s important. I want to also 
give credit to my team manager, Simon Turu- 
dia, who's been a big asset, especially when 
we play away from home. Simon’s played a 
big part in keeping the spirit of the players 
high.” 

Let’s look at the revamped, McLachlan-led 
Footscray J.U.S.T. There are 19 players in the 
first team squad, and we kick off McLachlan’s. 
appraisal of them by looking at the goalkee- 


pers: 
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Bobby Mclachlan long will be ramember- 
‘ed for his three-year stay with Victorian 
State League giant Green Gully Ajax. 

McLachlan joined Ajax in 1980 and late 
last year was appointed coach of Footscray 
J.U.S.T. for the second time in his career. 

The first time McLachlan took over the 
reins at J.U.S.T. was in 1979 when he was 
in charge for the last 15 games of a horror 
season for the Yugoslay-sponsored outfit. 
Nevertheless, under Mclachlan J.U.S.T. 
hauled itself from off the foot of the national 
league table and finished 10th in the 14- 
team league. 

The following year, McLachlan started his 
three glory years at Ajax. The club finished 
third in the league in 1980, won the State 
League title, Dockerty and Ampol Cups in 

1981, and won the State League title, Dock- 
arty and State Leagua Cups in 1982. 

Mclachlan also has coached Sunshine, 
Preston Makedonia, Juventus, Albion 
Rovers and Brighton, He has taken an Aus- 
tralian schoolboys side on a tour of the U.S. 
and is assistant coach of the Victorian state

DENNIS BOLAND: “The defence was 
shaky at first and we got off to a bad start 
which didn’t make life for Dennis easy.

MICHAEL TAN: ‘‘A Malaysian we signed 
this year from University of Melbourne. We'll 
see how Michael develops between now and 
the end of the year. He's tall and very good in 
the air.” 

KEN TAYLOR: “Disciplined, enthusiastic. 
works very hard at his game and is a very 
honest competitor. He lacks a wee bit in pace 
now but more than makes up for that by using 
his head. He’s very experienced and has done 
a great job for us this year after being switch- 
ed to full back due to injury to Slobodan Stoj- 
cevski.”’ 

SLOBODAN STOJCEVSKI: “Just 20, has 
come up through the juniors. Very composed 
and uses the ball well. He never gets flustered 
under pressure. He needs to improve the phy- 
sical aspect of his game but he’s one for the 
future, no doubt about that." 

SULEIMAN CUROVIC: ‘‘When I first saw 
young Suleiman, I thought he was in Victor 
Sylvestor’s formation dancing team. He used 
to run around in circles. He worked really 
hard at training and he wants to learn. When 
we played against Olympic, I used him to 
mark Peter Katholos. We worked before the 
match on getting Suleiman to close down and 
pressure and he had a great game. The club 
had been using him in midfield before I came 
but I think the lad has a real future as a full 
back.” 

IGOR HAZABENT: “‘People keep asking me 
about the funny socks that he wears. Some 
captains wear black arm bands but Igor wears 
black socks. I think Igor’s feet are real but his 
legs could be artificial. I better get serious. 
Igor’s took over as captain this year and has 
done a great job. He's a quiet man but never 
underestimate him. He’s a very hard player 
and he’s very important to us at the back.” 

GRAHAM TUTILL: “A bargain basement 
buy. A few people didn’t appreciate his ability 
at first but Graham got thrown in at the deep 
end at the back because I used to have a 
centre half who thought he could play centre 
forward and would wander up front whenever 
he felt like it. Graham had played at sweeper 
at Frankston City, in a bad side, and had done 
well. Early on he wasn't a big success but I 
always felt that he was the best man at the 
club for the job and he’s proved me right. He’d 
never cheat me or the club, a very honest 
competitor. He's begun to blossom into a top 
class find."

Lynn says that his public 
criticism of Marshall was a 
last attempt to spur the 
enigmatic Striker on, to sting 
Marshall into more consistent 
effort on the field.
